It also 
created a seven-man fair employ- 
ment board in the civil service 
commission. 

: The second order set up a com- 
mittee on “equality of treatment 
and opportunity” in the armed 
ser'vices—this policy to be put in- 
to effect as goon as possible ‘“‘with- 
out impairing efficiency or mor- 
ale.’ 

* The two orders followed shortly 
the Dixie organization meeting 
attended by 19 senators from 11 
states. They picked Russell—the 
Southern candidate for President 
at the recent Democratic national 
eonvention—to lead them. 

So it was Russell who whipped 
out the Dixie reply to the execu- 
tive orders. 

The Georgian said the order to 
“set up an FEPC in government 
is nothing but a political sop he- 
cause Negroes already have 10 
percent of the Federal Jobs.” 

As for the “equality of treat- 
ment and opportunity” order, 
Russell said Mr. Truman had ig- 
nored a statement by Gen Dwight 
}D. EKisenhower of the armed ser- 
vices as well ag for both races," 

Russell earlier told a news con- 
ference the southern Democrats 
are ready to “fight to the limit of 
dlr abilities” against civil rights 
measures and legislation tending 
to “create a national police state.”
